Is 
prohibited, and If this offence 
be persisted in after du ; warn- 
lUK, such offender iiiav bo de- 
i'urred from participation in 
University athletics until re- 
Instated by the Athletic Associ- 
ation."

Entries for tho Freabman-Sopho- 
I more mcot will close to-morrow at 
noon. The list has grown daring tli,i 
past few days until quite a number 
have registered on the sheets at the 
desk In the Union hall and up at t\i3 
stadium. 

It has been notteed, however, that 

whereaa the Freshmen have the 
larger number of entries on the lists, 
the Sophomores have a large number 
of men training at the stadium. This 
would give the Impression that they 
Intend to put in a large number of 
entries at tho last moment,' as hap- 
pened In a similar meet a few years 
ago. However, with the enthusiasm

It must be understood by the mep 
who are just coming up to college 
that every student Is a member of the 
track club and entitled to all of the 
privileges a memher^ip entails. 
Anyone wlshin|;^o tqrn out need only 
go up to the^stadiuni and doii his 
running suit. For the use of com- 
petitors In tho weight events, a shot 
hammer and discus is provided, while 
poles are available for men who wish 
to turn out for the polo vault. 

The executive of tho Track club is 
very anxious that any Intending to 
enter the Fresbman-Sophomoro ^leet 
should enter Immediately, as it Is im< 
possible to make_the necessary ar- 
rangements for the nieet;.tn^le8s.th^^, 
know how mà^y 'mtén' may )i'é''expecK'd 
to turn out. It is a simple matter to 
write a name on the entry list, and It 
will be the means of saving the track 
officials of a great amount of trouble. 
Of course,' it is understood that only 
men entered for the meet will be al- 
lowed to compete. 

On the showing of the competitors 
in the meet the coach will make his 
first selection of the squad to be put 
to work as probable members of the 
•Varsity team. Any man who gives 
promise of being able to do well In a 
larger meet will be taken under the 
wing nf the roach and carefully 
trained iu every way. 



The Peroival Molson Stndlum has a 
natural situation that would be hard 
to o(jual anywhere. Built on the 
slope of Mount Uoyal, It comtiianda a 
view of the St. Lawrence River an J 
the mountains to the south, with the 
city spread out like a panorama in the 
foreground. 

The choice of the location was a 
must fortunate une. The slope ot the 
mountain provided an admirable 
foundation (or the concrete work, 
and the field only required to be 
levelled off. In the construction of 
tho majority of stadia, foundations 
bad to be laid for the concrete slru». 
turc, and a great deal of filling in and 
leveling oft was required for tho field. 

The mountain provides a abield 
from thei glare of the sun, and there-- 
by eliminates a very unpleasant feat- 
ure of most games. 

The stadium on tho University of 
Washington campus In Seattle is 
unique In several ways. It waa 
financed in a remarkable way. Scats 
were sold for periods ranging from 
two to five years, each purchasers re- 
ceiving nn indestructible plaque en- 
titling him to admission for that 
pe^^iod. It is also situated in a scenic 
position, with Lake Washington in 
froiit and the Oascade Range in the 
distance. 

The stadium Ib hollow bnneath, 
with space 'for dressing rooms, etc., 
and twenty-eight runways will pro- 
vide access to the seats at m||dway 
points, so that spectators may go 
either up or down to their seats. The 
arcade beneath the structure will be 
provided with eighty-six bays, where 
bronze plaques may be placed com- 
memorating eventa which take place 
on the field. , 

The Seattle- atadium is 630 by 663 
feet, and is of Tudor Gothic archi- 
tecture. 

The Yale Bowl, another famoita 
stadium, is a complete oval, 880 by 
030 feet, covering '12 1-2 acres of 
ground. The concrete is pierced by 
thirty i^lutoroed concrete tunnels, 
glvhig access to the seats. 

The Palmer Memorial Stadium, of 
Princeton, is dealgned like an arcade, 
with ieventy-two-foot towers at tho 
cnrved ends. It- is provided with 28 
rawwtyt. 

The Hai^vard Stadium Is a massive 
Imposing erection, suggesting Roman 
Influence in its architecture. The 
outer wall Is 68 feet high, with two 
tiers ot Roman arches and piers, sep- 
arated by a molded belt course and 
surmounted Sy a parapet with ma 
sive cornice. It is 670 by 430 feet in 
measurement. 

The Tacoma Stadium, of Washing- 
ton, is a municipal undertaking for 
High School athletic contests, and for 
entertaining speakers. It Is the only 
sUdium of any sixe west of the 
Mississippi, with the exception of tlie 
new Stadium of Seattle.' '

DR. PERRIN GIVES INAUGURAL 
SPEECH OF SESSION TO NEWLY 
ESTAB LISHED MUSI C FACULTY 

Changes Made In the Staff — Outline Of Programme 00 
Work To Be Carried Out This Session — Importance 
Of Sight Reading Emphasized.

On Wednesday afternoon, Septem- 
ber 29tb. the opening address for the 
session 1920-21 was delivered by Dr 
Perrin. Dr. Perrin began his address 
with the announcement of the Music 
Department being established into a 
Faculty. On the staff of the Faculty 
are: Director. Dr. H. ('. Perrin; vice- 
director. Miss Llchtenstein; Pro- 
fessors of Theory, Mr. Egg and Mr. 
Duncan McKencIe; Professor o! 
Stringed Instruments, Mr. Brant; 
Professor of Singing, Dr. Victor 
Laurent. A few words of welcom-' to 
Sir Arthur (îurrie were thon spoken 

This session finds some new mem- 
bers on the staff of the Conserva- 
torlum. The loss of Mr. H. Jackson 
Is felt by all, and we all wish him the 
^irealeFt |)os.siblo success in his con- 
cert tour of Australia. We welcome 
Dr. Victor Laurent, who, besides hav- 
ing had great experience in teaching; 
singing, has further equipped himself 
for Ih's by taking the degree of Doc- 
tor of Medicine, Kraduating at the 
Univer.slly of .Maryland. He took 
post graduate course.s at the Univer- 
sities of Paris, Berlin and Vienna. 
Miss Norah Hulm, whose teacblnt; 
was chiefly confined to the junior de- 
partment, reslpnod at the close of the 
session and returned to lîïngland. Her 
place on the staff will be filled by 
Miss Ruth Kenwrick, who has had 
considerable experience as a solo 
pianist and as a teacher. 

Mr. Katz, who received the degree 
of Mus. Dac. last si!ssion. nas resigned 
his position on the staff to study 
violin In Now York. Mr. Dunleux 
will take up the former's duties In 
the Junior department of violin. 

It Is regretted that Mrs. Stackhouso 
could not resume her work with us 
this year. Miss Margaret Bennett Is 
instructing In singing to lady stu- 
dents In the evenings. 

Mention was made of the enroll- 
moht of students for this year. A now 
iitudy for the young ladles Is being 
adopted, namely, flute and clarinet 
This, although quite new here, is 
generally accepted abroad. 
, Dr. Perrin sppke a few words on 
ihe work ot the next session. Public 
leoturcs will be given from time to 
time, among them two on the voice. 
Dr. Laurent will be the lecturer on 
these occasions by special request of 
Dr. Blrkett. The concerts this year 
will be as before: three orchestral, 
one staff and three studcnts* recitals. 
At tho flrrt concert, Dvorak's No. 3 
Symphony In F will be given. A 
change In the examination for high 
est grade was then brought to the 
notice of the students. Instead ot 
one exam. In May, the paper would 
be divided; first part, counterpoint 
and form and analysis; part two, 
harmony and history. Licentiate per- 
formers, final and semi-final, will 
have an exam, in January in trans, 
position and sight work. 

Tbo certificates were then given to 
the snccessfiil candidates In the ex- 
aminations last term. 

Following the presentation of cer- 
tificates. Dr. Perrin resumed his ad- 
dress: 

"The reference 1 made to the ne- 
cessity of tliose preparing for Licen- 
tiate examinations as performers im- 
proving themselves in sight reading, 
provides me with a text for the few 
words which T' propose to speak to- 
day. 

"A llttio boy or girl of ten years of 
age would be ashamed to confess that 
he or she could not read ordinary 
printed matter containing more than 
one-syllable words, a newspaper or 
book, without being helped by teacher 
or parent, but a performer on the 
pianoforte of eighteen or nineteen, 
after years of learning music in some 
form or another. Is not ashamed of 
confessing that ho or she cannot read 
music at sight. A musical periodical 
recently said In an editorial that the 
limited repertories of our amateur 
and professional musicians are due 
largely to deficient sight reading, 
and commends the fact that a certain 
musical ' exam, board Is rightly plae« 
Ing more emphasis on reading at 
sight and ear tests for the future. It 
also says that those two subjects are 
ot primary importance to the musical 
education of the country, and evon 
ftlll more weight should be attache.' 
to them. Although In our o.wn exam- 
inations bere, ever since they were 
started, we have insisted on students 
taking these up, yet we still find too 
little preparation In evidence In 
nearly all eases. 

"There are certain points of sim- 
ilarity between reading a book with 
words as the medium of expressing 
the author's thoughts and an ordlnar/ 
piece of music, the characters of 
which convey the composer's 
though u. In the case ot the printed 
book, when seeing If for the first 
time, the ordinary reader Is at once 
able to grrasp the writer's meaning, 
almost unconsciously and easily; the 
writer's leading ideas are plainly evi- 
dent, and the subordinate and explan- 
atory sentences or corollaries are also 
evident. Of course there are aids to 
the reader in the shape of capita] let. 



tern tn begin a sentence or oaragrapn, 

there are Italics to emphaslie certain 
word.'«, there are commas, semi-colons, 
colons and full stops, which divide 
sentences and clauses, so helping us 
to grasp readily* what we read. 1m 
the majority ot musical compositions 
such aids to a clear understanding, 
and especially so at first sight or 
first reading, are not available. 

In the older classics, such as Bach 
and Beethoven, editors ot every 
country hare endeavoured to help the 
student. In some cases putting In so 
many aids to digestion' that the stu- 
dent, bewildered by trying to assiai' 
late them all, gets Into the habit or 
absolutely disregarding these aids. 
I do not know which is the worst 
evil ~ It is well tor the student to 
remember that bar lines do not repre- 
sent 1)eginnlngs or endings of phraser 
Nor do they always mean that the 
first note after the bar line Is to be 
always struck forcibly or ferociously 
From being helps or aids to keeping 
time, they are often. In the hands of 
Immature students and Incompetent 
teachers, bod tyrants. They can. 
however, be our best assistants In 
grasping the meaning of what we 
read It properly regarded. 

"Now, what I want you particu- 
larly to grasp this afternoon Is that 
music of an Instrumental nature (I.e., 
without words) Is to bo regarded as 
a product of the Intellect as well as 
the emotions, and as such must be 
regarded and assimilated by ihe stu- 
dent. The more the' student Is 
equipped with knowledge derived 
from synthetic, analytic and historic 
study, the better able, he or she will 
be to i nterpret profitably and pleasur- 
ably, the better able to distinguish 
between music of a high and music 
of a low order, between music written 
by a composer with high Ideals and n 
composer with thoughts on monetary 
results or cheap popularity. Remem- 
ber these principles,, apply them to 
musical works by composers of to-day 
as well as ;yesterday, to those of the 
present, as well as past generations 
When speaking of those of the past 
generations, what compositions have 
escaped oblivion? Only those which 
contain noble music, which equally 
stirs our einotlons and is approved 
by our inteliefct. 

"During the war, T continually im- 
pressed upon those who were engaged 
in musical work that there were cer- 
tain composers born In the countrie? 
with which we wore at war whose 
works could not be Ignored and put 
on the shelf, because these work? 
formed an' Intrinsic part of the de- 
velopment of the art of music Itself, 
and indeed it was gratifying to me to 
find that our pollcy of giving honor 
able place to those great musicians 
while not allowing them to dominate 
us or neglecting opportunities of In- 
troducing works by composers whose 
birthplaces were either In the British 
Kmplre or In one or othor of the coun- 
tries whieh were in friendly alliance 
with It, mot with general approval. 
Now that the war Is over, I ran see 
no reason to make any alteration of 
policy. 

"The feeling that to avoid the pre 
dominance in music of a certain 
wuntry In future, each and every 
country must create an environment, 
an atmosphere stimulating the pro^ 
ductlon of inuslcal compositions by 
Its own sons, is steadily growing— 
«n some countries results are already 
apparent. The two dangers of par- 
ochialism and too great eccentrlclt* 
have to be avoided. Parochialism 
because one trait in music which 
should always be In evidence is uni- 
versality of appeal, and eccentricity. 
becau.se evolution is desirable, but 
revoltitlon Is not. Originality Is ex. 
peeled of a composer to-day, but his 
work must grow out of the past and 
not disregard It. Unity of thought, 
continuity bt idea', and general bal- 
ance of design must be present ii> 
modern composition, but although 
they do not preclude the presentation 
of surprising color effects, curious 
harmonic combinations;' complexities 
of polyphony, etc., they must condl- 
tion them so thftt law and order pre- 
vail add are not openly flouted. Upon 
the foundations of the past must r'se 
those structure of the future which 
we all hope to see." 

In conclusion. Dr. Perrin wlshoa 
all 'thu- students a very successful 
yar. • ■-

Tbnt McUill Is not forgetful of her 
war heroes is evidenced by the pro-, 
posai to erect a memorial to the mem- 
bers of the lOtii Canadian Siege Bat- 
tery (the McGill Siufie draft) who 
fell overseas. The memorial Is to take 
the form of a stone flag-pole base, to 
be situated at the Htadium. Funds 
to the amount of $2,500 have already 
been raised by former members of th» 
battery, assisted by the ladies' com- 
mittee. It Is cxiwcted that ■thè 
memorial, wituaterl probably at the 
cast end of the Stadium, opposite the 
entrance, will be constructed before 
winter sets In. ' . ■ ' 

The completed structure, with the 
riag-pole will' be about ,60 feet high. 
It will consist of a flight of granite 
.«lepa on wliich will Im set a brass 
aockct. Several designs for the 
socket, submitted by ex-members of 
the battery, wore examined by Pro- 
fessor Nobbs, of the Department of 
ArclUtcctnre. The one accepted, 
slightly changed, eonslstw of the Mo- 
Gill creat romlilned with the badge of 
the 1 0th Canadian Siege Battery, 
The bronze tor the socket, which was 
specially cast in Belgium, will arrive 
in Montreal in a few days. On the 
face of the Hleps will be engraved th» 
namcF of thoae members of the bat- 
tery who fell In action overseas. An 
additional feature will be the placing 
of two captured German guns on the 
flag-polo base. These guns, of tho 
TT-centlmetre Austrian type; were 
received lately by McGlli University 
from Ottawa, where they have been 
on view at the Central Canada Ex- 
hibition, hold there thia autumn. 
Roth guns show the effect of biiffet- 
ing storms on their camouflage paint. 
On one Is the announcement that It 
was taken In action by the fi7th 
Regiment of Qrenadler Ouards. 

The Battery to whom this monu- 
ment is to be erected was recruited 
at McOill in tho spring of '17 by Sir 
Stopford Brunton. Sixty-five of Its 
two hundred members were McOlll 
students, the remainder being friends 
of the students, with, a number nf 
young men preparing for entrance 
The battery, .which originally was In- 
tended as reinforcements, was, on Its 
arrival In Kngland, created Into the 
10th Canadian Slego Battery. It pro- 
ceeded to the front as a unit, 'and In 
the spring of 1918 first saw service at , 
the front. Heavy action reduced its 1 
numbers greatly. As far as can be! 
learned, this battery Is ^fte holder of 
the record of having sent over the ' 
greatest number of shells In five 
hours pt any battery in France. A| 
concert party was formed which 
gained such fame that the Canadian 
Y.M.r.A. contributed 10,000 francs 
towards Its expenses, that It might 
continue its entertainment ot the 
forces In France.

dian life, or written by Canadian au- 
thors. Up to the present time such 
plays have had practically no chance 
for production in the Dominion. 

A ttrlklng evidence of this regret- 
table situation, which the Community 
I'layors hope In part to remedy, is 
afforded by the recent succosslul pro- 
duction by the Birmlnghani Repertory 
Theatre of "Tho Qod of Gods," by .Mr. 
Carroll Alkins ot British Columbia. 

3— To lay the foundation for such 
a Canadian Theatre as will offer to 
Canadian actorf and actrefise.s tho 
possibility of acquiring and practising 
Ibelr art In their own country and 
under the directldn ' and control of 
their biyn countrymen. 

With this ultlniHte object In view, 
the committee has decided that any 
profits iKxniing from the perform- 
ance of the coming season shall be 
devoted solely to the maintenance 
and expansion ot the work thus be- 
gun. It has therefore been made a 
rule that no performance .'<1ibII be 
given for charity or for any oilier 
external obJecL 

4— To develop locally such concoml- 
tatit arts and crafts as will be fro- 
miently required in the class of pro- 
ductions oiitlined' above; for example, 
the designing of tcenery and co!.- 
tumes, the composition and perform- 
ance of incidental music, the arrange- 
ment of dances, the use and effect of 
stage' lighting, ete.

Dominion. 

A Theatre, to be of any national 
value, must be In close and perma- 
nent touch with the life of the people. 
Thif can only bo achieved by the vol- 
untary work and support of all classes 
ot the community, upon such a basis 
as will be Independent ot class, creed 
or racial origin.
